WHIPPING TIP THE LAGGARDS. 



History recorda that in the dnya of Bii- 
warrcw tlio KuBsiuu tont-Hokliory woio 
urfi.id forward to battle by moimtoa 
meu whoKo duty it wtiH to knout 
all liiggards until they ivore glad to 
face deiitb io aBcapo torturo. The leader 
of the OppoBitioQ baa road the^ story of 
Suwurow'o oom^BigDsaxid knout in band 
has leaped umoDgst bis so-called followers 
io tahip tiem into the r&nks. It is well 
nnderBtood that tbe leader is in a very 
dubious aud depressed atnta of uiind iu 
oonsequence of a defection that has made 
itPelf but too uppiireut iu his rnu'is. 
Nominally ho Ib supposed to count on 
eleven out of tweiity-livo votes in the 
Houae. Eoally, ho can scarcely rely on 
more than uiuo. His case, ho feels, is 
desperate; aud as dosporato diseasss re- 
quiro desperate remedies he has 
chosen the desperate expedient of crack- 
ing his whip about tho ears of indepen- 
dent snembera wboin he suspects of being 
disgosted with bim and his policy (?) 
The article in yesterday's Standard is the 
yreapon with which ho hopes to drive 
back into the ranks those who have wit- 
nessed the failure of all his diamal fore- 
bodings and seen tbe triumphant success 
of the policy of the Elliott Govcrument.

Tlio organ chal- 
lenges Mr.Wulkeni's Btatemeut" uttered in 
the House on bix distinct occasions aud 
repeated witb crocodile teais ntKiimloops 
and New WeBtminster, aud blows hia pre-

Terms." Hero we have a leader aud his 
organ sitting in tho saiuo boat aud row- 
ing in diffeient directions.

• coming Soring; ami we cry "tsiiik him, 
bojl ' when he deuonnces Mr. AVa.iiein a-- 
one of the false pr 'phols that the t,'M(ul 
book cautions people against reposing 
ooDfidence in. Now, thou, iioiv do ilie 
Opposition stauii? Mr. Vvaikeni edui atv^d 
them into tho belief that the embryotie in- 
fant would not survive till the liri-t rail 
was laid; and Mr. D^-Cosmos swoopt-d 
down upon that mi foi l ii nate olI'Hpi ing uud 
throitltd it m its birlli!

SEFBESSIOK IN ENQLAND. 



Iu spite of the inomeul-ary gloain of 
coming prosperity last autumn, busi- 
ness iu England seems to bo as bad as 
over. luvestois are looking closely 
after their money aud declining to put 
it into industrial enterprises, preferring 
tho safety of tho 3 per cents, which, 
though they are, according to Mr. 
Weller Senior's definition, "things as 
go up and down in the city," do not 
oscillntG from one extreme to the other 
with the alarming rapidity of foreign 
loans. Tho revenue has fallen oil" far 
beyond calculation, the estimate miulo 
by Kir Stafl'ord Norlhcoto as the pro- 
bable deficit for tbe whole year being 
already exceeded by £220,000 in the 
first three quarters. As the customs 
aud excise are mainly the sources of 
this loss, the times must bo hard in- 
deed which thus. rob the British work- 
man of his beer.

Ib that on tho basis of gold dug from our 
Cariboo minoa has been reurod the colos- 
sal fortanes of Floods O'Jirion, Mnokny 
and Fair, the Bonanza luugs— probably 
the four ricliost m«n, viowod by thoir 
present and prospactivo weiiltli, in the 
■wido world. Six or soven yoiua ngo 
Flood and O'Brien were tbo licupurs of a 
small but reBpeotable lunob-rooui down 
town in San l<'raucisoo, and Mackay and 
Fair irorkod in the mines of tlieOomstock 
lode. All had dabbled a little in stocks, 
but nil woro uudonbtudly poor, nnd there 
■was nothing in their uiodo uf tninsiictiug 
business that guvo promiBo of future sa- 
gacity or wpalth. Amoiig.st thd uuoasional 
Tiaitors at Flo()<l & O'Bnou's luuuh-tublo 
■was one Jim Wade, a thrifty, good-natur- 
ed Irishman, who had mado S50,()II0 or 
$G0,000by mining !ini! pai ldng at Cariboo, 
and bad Tisitud Sau FrancLsco to sso tho 
"sights" and invest his monoy. From 
this man Flood Sc O'Briou borron ed $35,- 
000 and iuYestod tho amount in a low 
priced stock on which they had obtaiusd 
** points" from the oporat'ors. We think 
th« stock tras JEale and Norcross;but 
ihat is immaterial. Tho stock roso stead- 
ily from S'2 or §3 a aharo until it touched 
an almost fabulous figuro and thou tho 
fortunate Bonanza kings sold out aud 
realized a cool $500,000 npioco. This trans- 
action laid the fouudaliou of tho fortunes 
of these men who,sinoe joining Mackay aud 
Fair, have accumulated @2UO,000,OUO, own 
two banks, the best busini as real-cstato in 
San FriiuciHoo, and livo ot Iho i)i iiicipal 
mines ou tho Comstoidc lode, uml rulo the 
San Francisco stock markot. It in said tliat 
" no dog dare bark on California street " 
■without the permission of Flood and 
O'iJrien. And what became of Jim Wade, 
the Caribooite ? "He is setllod ou aranob 
in Southern California, prosperous and 
happy; but talks of rovisiiing Cariboo 
during tho cor.iing Huminor to try anil 
mako a now strike and, perhaps, create a 
few more BonaUi;a king.s. 



The Distress at Sau Francisco 

Is appalling. During our recont brief 
visit we saw more absolute want than in 
the whole course of our previous life. 
Many men able and willing to work can 
get no employment; and having exhaust- 
ed their slender means beg from door to 
door of hang about the street corners and 
hotel doors beseeching passers by for 
alms; other*, "aahamod to beg," tako to 
the highway. Garroting is of frequent 
occurrence on tho most frequent tho- 
roughfares, and crime is o very where ram- 
pant. A call from tho railroad compaDT 
for 1000 laborers at j? 1 per day drew fortn 
several thousand applicants. We felt in- 
terested to see the kind of men who were 
willing to work for .51 a day in Golden 
California, wbero it costs gl.50 ii day lo 
live, and so visited tho works. Most of 
the laborers woro sturdy, active young 
fellows; but there were not a few whoso 
bent shoulders and gray haira denoted 
that they had reached a period of life 
■when "no man can worlc," at least with 
aatiafaotiou to his f mployor; and there 
ware others whoao pinched aud wan faces 
showed signs of iutause mental or bodily 
suffering, and whose delicate frames and 
■whito haada indicated that they were un- 
accustomed to maaaal labor. The faot 
that any man — not a Chinaman — can be 
found to work for SI a day in California 
is the best ovidonco of tho sulToring that 
must exist there. In t'.\o of the city 
churches — Methodist and Congregation- 
al — lunch-rooms bavo Ijem obtablislied, 
and there the ])oor and hungry resort 
every day lo ))artako of a substantial meal 
provided by tho ladies of tho coiigroga 
tion. 

There is said to be a great want of 
unanimity in tho Opposition ranks, and 
the defection is growing wider every 
hour. Two or three caucuses have been 
held, but no progress has been made to- 
wards cloning the breach. The settle- 
ment »f tha Railway grievance, ai an- 
nounced by the Oiijiositioii organ, has 
knocked tiia ground from under Mr. 
Walkem's feet and rendered further con- 
tention on that point unnecessary. The 
Qoverumeot are confident that they will 
have a good working majority. ^

EXCHANGING COUE.TESIES, 



A young man wlio loft Ontario for Aus- 
tralia, a year ago, sends a dreary acooniit 
of the coodition of those emigrauts who 
left Western Ontario for Australia last 
year. Ho says: Parties desirous of settl- 
ing oil lands ill those colonies may soon 
tiiid what is called very' good land ojion to 
selection by going into tiio interior about 
a hundred miles. But when he has located 
he may choose his burial i)laco, for ho is 
pretty sure to remain lliero as long as ho 
lives. Men who go there without consid- 
oraljlo means aud who aro consa(iuontly 
uimblo to liurchase hind an- vory likely to 
roQiain as servants of others, and their 
families will "follow suit," for the lands 
are held by tho Government as a source 
of revenue, and not to afford homes for 
peoi)lo. Tho great cry of the capitalist is 
for cheap labor. Oli! givo them oheip 
labor aud tlU'y will be liai.j)y. Tlioy ad- 
vertise lui'diauies' wages at from ten to 
twelve shillings (jcr d.iy, and laborers 
wages from seven to eight shillings per 
day and yet there are hundreds of hungry 
men walkjng tho streets of their cities and 
the (;ountry roads whocinuot gut einploy- 
iiieiir. I have seen lir>t-eiass meeh.mics 
Working for twelve shillings nor week and 
laborers f>)r sovon shilliugs to keep them- 
selves and thoir wives and children from 
-tarving. and yet the legislature of New 
Soutli Wales has lately voted a largo sum 
of money to assist Immigration, und will 
S'Mid agents abri'iid who will 
til" Colony ill alij,'lit vvhi.di the true at.ite 
of tliiDj^s will not wuir.iiit so .iis to till 
their country with people wIkj thev kniiw 
must labor iov a mi st nothing. Yes, and 
to fill their etrec ts with fallen women. 
The lands are f ist falling back into the 
hands of the sqiiiii tvrs, who now fence 
their "runs," ainl tber(;fore do not require 
siir-|diei-d.->, as fui lu^riy. The principal 
linoM of rail u ay t hat havti all'orded eni- 
|)l(i\ ni' Ut to .lueh uumber.s for yetirs pa--t 
vull Soon hi; eonii'l'ded. T'lie public lands 
aro beyond tho reach of men without 
cousiderablo means, and the mioos, ox- 
ce))ting in Queeuslaad, where but few 
wdiito men are able to stand tho climate, 
are pridty nearly worked out and de.sert- 
ail. Vet if any man still wishes to try his 
fortune tli'Mi' h'l him take pansage 10

desi^rts. Tho raio-troo, whose peculiar 
property is aaid to increase in tho dry 
season, might ha made usofnl for irriga- 
tion in this State. — Napa Register.
